THE FIRST CAME 


Harvesting is in full swing and 
under ideal conditions. A show¬ 
er which was rather heavy 'in 
some parts of the district fell on 
Saturday night but it has not in 
any way held up the work. Help 
is sufficient up to the present and 
the farmers have not experienced 
any .difficulty in having their 
wants filled. 

1'hreshing will commence next 
week, although one or two farm¬ 
ers are hoping that they will be 
able to start this week end. 

The grain generally is turning 
out tb be satisfactory and in 
many cases of which one hears 
the yield is going to be rather 
above what was estimated. 

The hail storm of last week, 
which came from High River 
district, swept about six miles 
north of 'V-ulcan and went to the 
valley. Some of the crops in the 
Brant, Enpign, Lake McGregor, 
Hearnleigh and Reid Hill districts 
caught it, some in the midst of 
being cut. It is difficult to ob¬ 
tain any accurate estimate of the 
damage done, but it ranges from 
15 to 100 per cent. Many of the 
farmers who got hail were in¬ 
sured. Notwithstanding the 
hail the districts will have a 
good crop in each case. - •

In order to arrive at a thorough 
understanding of the new order 
of the food controller in regard 
to canned vegetables, the gener¬ 
al merchants of Vulcan have 
wired Mr. Hanna as follows: 

“Does prohibition on canned 
vegetables apply between retail¬ 
er and consumer? If so, is it 
legal to supply cook cars on 
threshing outfits with canned 
vegetables? We are in a district 
where it is almost impossible to 
get fresh vegetables”. 

There is uncertainty in the 
minds of some as to whether the 
prohibition is between wholesal¬ 
er and retailer only or whether 
the order is general. The latter 
part of the telegfam is to enquire 
whether the goods cannot be sold 
to threshing outfits, as the mer¬ 
chants are uf the opinion that if 
they are prohibited it will work 
unnecessary hardship on feeding 
crews when vegetables are as 
scarce'as they are this year ow¬ 
ing to the dry weather. Mining 
and construction camps and din¬ 
ing cars are exemepted, and it 
seems only fair that threshing 
outfits should be allowed the 
game privilege, especially as the 
men are engaged on rush' work 
in getting the harvest off.

Mr. H. W. Wood, of the U.F.A., has defin¬ 
itely decided not to accept a portfolio in the 
proposed national government which is persum- 
ably under course of construction. Mr. Wood 
doubtless has his own good reasons for holding 
out against the invitation of Premier Borden, but 
there will be a great many men who will regret 
his decision. Apart from the fact that he would 
be a strong western man with western sympath¬ 
ies, Mr. Wood is just the kind of man the coun¬ 
try needs at the present time. 

For one thing he is a gentleman without any 
strong party affiliation, and that is the leaven 
of which Ottawa stands to need at the present' 
time. The question of a national government, 
as far as the people are concerned, does not 
mean the picking out for office of politicians 
only. It means the getting together of the best 
possible executive minds of the country irres¬ 
pective of political talent, and entrusting to 
them the duty of carrying on the business of the 
Dominion during war time. One of the main 
reasons why there is so much disatisfaction with 
Ottawa today is because it has been a partizan 
affair throughout. What was needed was a 
national government three years ago. The sug¬ 
gestion was at that time allowed to pass, and 
the country was given three years of partizan 
government which has don£ as much to retard 
the work of the war as it has to forward it, to, 
■ay nothing of the effect it has had on the mind 
of the country. And now that affairs haVe 
come to this pass there is an effort, and we be¬ 
lieve, an honest one, for a national government. 
Late in the day as it is, there is every reason to 
hope that it will not meet with disaster. 

And that is why one regrets Mr. Wood’s 
decision. We believe that he is the type of man 
best fitted for government position. His wealth 
of public experience has endowed him with the 
ability to handle the affairs of men in a judicious 
manner free from bias and prejudice, and the 
country would have been the richer by his ac- 
It is rather to be regretted 


The recent labour unrest between the farm¬ 
ers and the men who had come into ^ district 
for harvesting, apart from being rather out of 
the ordinary, is but the repetition of an annual 
story. The trouble rests in the fact that there 
is no co-operative action among the farmers 
themselves to arrive at a figure to pay for help, 
and then stick to that figure. The consequence 
is that when harvesting is here there is a gen¬ 
eral rush for help, and in the excitement gome 
*big wages are offered by radt? who can perhaps 
afford to pay them. This forces the price up 
and farmers who are not able to pay so big a 
price find themselves face to face with a serious 
proposition, and the whole situation tends to 
dissatisfaction. A far belter way would be for 
the farmers to get together and decide on a 
reasonable wage ahead of time. Then faimers 
and labourers would know what to expect.

The only exceptions to the order are 
mining and construction camps and dining cars.

fits on the list of exceptions. If the order is to 
be carried into effect among the latter it means j 
a great deal of delay and unnecessary work, fori 
threshing crews work under pressure of time 
every bit as much as construction and mining 
camps and dining cars.

Inhabitants of Little Principality All 

Working for High Wages, But 
Can’t Spend Them 

Little news reaches the outside 
world concerning the stale of affairs 
in the Grand Duchv of Luxemburg, 
the little state wedged jn between 
Germany, France and Belgium, that 
was the first country to resoltnd to 
the tramp of the German legions on 
their way to France. Luxemburg is 
entirely isolated by, the Germans, 
and its inhabitants arc, like the Bel¬ 
gians, practically prisoners within 
their own borders, where they, are 
.sharing all the economic hardships ui 
ihc Central Powers. 

According to information furnished 
to the Amsterdam Telegraaf by a 
Luxemburger, who ha& just succeed¬ 
ed in 'getting through to Holland, 
there is practically no unemployment 
in the grand duchy, where numerous 
iron foundries, steel manufactories 
and engineering works arc busily en¬ 
gaged on German orders. But while 
this results in high wages and a lot 
I of money being put into circulation, 
there is little to he had lor motici^ 
| The food position in particular is 
[described as serious. 

Tire government has tried to g-t 
food'from Holland and Denmark, but 
the Germans refuse to let it pas-, 
frankly declaring tin t they will not 
.bine the competition or Luxemburg 
buyers on the markets of those cotm- 
, tries. The Luxemburg government 
I bought and paid for 1-4 million francs 
worth oi butter in Denmark but it 
[ has not reached its destination; 

"The country wfeuld itself be able to 
I meet its own airimc needs were it not 
I for the fart that it still has to regu¬ 
larly cede a large part of its products 
j to Germany. As a result of the com¬ 
plaints of the government, however, 
Germany has restricted its requisi- 
1 tions. The dtlcby. has to feed one 
I German battalion, and on the other 
hand German soldiers are forbidden 
J to requisition or buy eatables there.. 

Notwithstanding the latter regulation, 

I however, troops going to or coining 
from the front are well provided with 
paper money, and arc glad, for in¬ 
stance, to pay as much as fifteen 
I francs for a pound of ham. 

It is true the Luxemburg soldiers

Will -Relieve Sheep Skin Shortage 

The shortage, of sheep skins in 
Canada, on account of export rc^ 
strictions imposed by the Austra¬ 
lian government, promises to be ma¬ 
terially relieved by the relaxation of 
the regulations which the common¬ 
wealth government announces. 

A report which has come to Otta¬ 
wa from ihc Canadian Trade Com¬ 
missioner, states that after provision 
has been made for domestic needs, 
4,000 bales monthly will be sold to 
the Imperial government. The bal¬ 
ance will be sold by public tender 
through the central wool commit¬ 
tee, but the. skins must go only to 
other Dominions or to the Allies. 

It is the desire of the Australian 
government to maintain the trade 
with Canada, which has been a 
heavy importer of sheep skins for 
coat linings and similar purposes.
